Several proportions have been suggest- 


ed in relation lo this matter. 


First, the granting of a charter giving to sorpe 


individuals or company, of competent ability,the 
right to construct dams, locks, canals and sluice- 
ways, with a right to a lair toll on all logs run 
through, and the right to the timber on certain 
townihips at a fitted r»te--per thousand, or the 
right ot purchase to a certain number of town- 
ships at a price lo be determined by the Agents 
of the two Slates, or by persons to be selected 
for that purpose, who should first examine the 
land and estimate the value of the timber. 


A favorite project wilh some, is for the two 


States to make the necessary improvements, and 
then sell the lands nnd timber for what they will 
bring, allowing the lumber to come free 
To my 


rnmd there are serious objections to thie mode.— 
If the original construction of these woiks was 
also considered, it might be well for the Slates 
to engage in i t ; but they are to be kept in re- 
pair, and if left lo individual enterprise it cannot 
be doubted that it will be done as well or betier, 
and al less expense,than il could he by Ihe Stales. 


Another proposition in, that the Agent be author- 


ised to sell to any number of individuals, of sufficient 
ability a lew townships of land for such prices as 
may be agreed upon, and wilh Ihe addilional con- 
sideration thai Ihe purchasers make ihe required 
improvements and keep them in repair a certain 
number of years, and allow all limber to pass free. 
Such a proposition ha« been already made to the 
Land Agents;but as they were not authorized to 
receive it, the terms were not stated. 


The construction of Ihe present work was an 


expensive experiment, nnd although successful, 
wus by many deemed hazardous.

Report of the Land Ageiil. 


[COKCLUDED] 


In reference to certain works, connecting the 


waters of the Allagash and the Penobscot, Ihe 
Land Agenlsays: 
" In 164U, the Agents of Maine and Massa- 


chusetts, conveyed to Lewis Hancock, township 
No. 5. range 11, on the head waters ot the Al- 
lairash and easl branch ot Ihe Penobscot river 
and in tbeir Deed of conveyance, they reserved 
to the States, the right of making a canal nnd 
sluice from Luke Telus to Web=ter Pond, and 
tiie right of purchase it any should be made — 
Subsequently llie granlees ot Hancock, cut a 
«luiceway truin Lake Telos on ttie Allagash, to 
the Peiiubscot Lake, a dialance. of aboul one 
mile, arid buill a dam afMlirf outlet of Chamber- 
Jam Lake, so that Logs have been run trom 
those waters into the Penobscot. 
An act of in- 


corporation has been asked for by the owners ot 
the sluice, but not granted ; and at Ihe last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, ii proposition was intro- 
duced to authorize Ihe Lind Agenls ot the Iwo 
Htatea to purchase the improvements under the 
reservation in the deed, which was not eutamed. 
It may well be doubted whether it would be for 
the mlerest of ihe Slate to undeit.ike to build 
and maintain expensive dams, which are always 
more or less liable to injury, and which will re- 
quire constant watchfulness; but it cannot be 
doubted that something should be done, it we in- 
tend the timbei on the~head waters of the AlU- 
gach, shall find a rmket in our Stale. 


Timber ot tlie first quility in becoming com- 


paratively scarce on the Penobscot waters, and it 
is generally believed that the Allegnsh timber is 
worlh double lo bring to market on the Penob- 
scot that it is to carry to St. John. 


The presenl sluice-way being private proper-
